debt. 


The only thing he can do if he de- 


sires prompt action and relief is to call 
a special session of the Fifty-fourth 
congress. 
He will by this course place 


upon the representatives of the people 
the responsibility which he has fre- 
quently and passionately disclaimed. 


His appeals for authority to issue a 


lower rate bond than that authorized 
for the restoration of the gold reserve 
having been ignored, it will be only 
natural for him to put the republicans 
to the test. A special session of con- 
gress seems inevitable, therefore, and 
the republicans are even now getting 
ready to meet the emergencj7. . 


One of the plans which finds much 


favor is the gradual retirement of the 
SS-10,000.000 of greenbacks by the issue 
of a 3 per cent, or 2% per cent, bond 
for their redemption. Once the green- 
backs are in. process of retirement they 
will be no longer a menace to the 
treasury gold, and what is to some 
minds the greatest factor in the finan- 
cial disturbance will have been re- 
moved. Any deficiency in. the revenues 
which may exist when the new con- 
gress is organized can be made up by 
carefully prepared special acts calcu- 
lated no't to interfere with the tariff 
system as a whole.

A MOVING MOUNTAIN. 


It !• TniTeUng Slowly .Hut Sorely Dow» 


the Columbia Blver. 


A traveling mountain is found at the 


Cascades of the Columbia. It la a 
triple-peaked mass 
of dark brown 


|basalt, 6 or 8 miles in length where it 
fronts the river, and rises to the height 
of almost 2,000 feet above the water. 
That it is in motion is the last thought 
that would be likely to suggest itself 
to the mind of anyone passing it, yet 
it is a wellTestablished fact that this 
entire mountain is moving slowly bat 
steadily down to the river, as if it had 
a deliberate purpose some time in the 
future to dam the Columbia and form a 
great lake from the Cascades to the 
Dalles. 


In its forward and downward move- 


ment the forest along the base of the 
ridge has become submerged in the 
river. Large tree stumps can be seen 
standing dead' in the water on this 
shore. 
The railway engineers and 


brakemen find that the line of railway 
that skirts the foot of the mountain la 
being continually forced out of place. 
At certain points the permanent way 
and rails have been pushed 8 or 10 feet 
out of line in a few years. 


Geologists attribute this strange phe- 


nomenon to the fact that the basalt, 
which constitutes the bulk of the 
mountain, rests on a substratum oi 
conglomerate or of soft 
sandstone, 


which the deep, swift current of the 
mighty river is constantly wearing 
away, or that this softer- subrock is of 
itself yielding at great depths to the 
enormous weight of the harder min- 
eral above. —Gold^hwait's Geograph- 
ical Magazine.

JOHN BOYD THACHER A WITNESS. 


Ho Fully Verllies a Disputed World's Fair 


Award. 


John Boyd Thacher is laconic and, 


decisive m his statments. During the 
lively campaign just closed in New 
York, this marked him especially as 
chairman of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee. It was equally true of him as 
chairman of the Executive Committee 
on Awards, at t*e World's Fair. This 
is the positive and sententious way in 
which he verifies in an official letter, 
the honors won by Dr. Price's Baking 
Powder:

Vaccinated Land. 


Impoverished land is now "vaccin- 


ated" on the continent of Europe. It 
is generally known that land is en- 
riched by planting it occasionally with 
aluguminous crop like clover or lucerne, 
the roots of which absorb more' nitro- 
gen than they take from the ground. 
Where the nitrogen came from was the 
problem. Messrs. Hellriegel and Will- 
farth have discovered that the ab'sorb- 
tion is due to minute organisms, a sort 
of disease in the roots, which, when 
the supply of nitrogen in the soil be- 
gins to fail, appear as an excrescence, 
draw nitrogen from the air, arid so en- 
rich the soil again. Experiments have 
been made in France and Germany to 
hasten the growth of the disease by 
sprinkling the fields with soil in which 
tuberculous crops have been grown or 
with water in which they have been 
steeped. 
In Prussia a field was sown 


with lupins; one part of it was then 
treated iu the ordinary way, the other 
inoculated from an old lupin crop; the 
yield in the latter part was five and a 
half times as great as in the other.
